Solid  Veterans  lead  Offense  and  Defense 

BLUES  READY  FOR  ’87  SEASON 


Entering  his  fifth 
season  at  U  of  T,  head 
coach  Doug  Mitchell 
predicts  the  Blues  will 
show  significant 
improvement  over  the  1986 
season  in  which  Varsity  had 
a  disappointing  2-5  record, 
including  three  losses  in 
the  final  two  minutes. 

"We  have  a  solid  group 
of  veterans,  especially  on 
offence,"  says  Mitchell, 
"and  if  we  can  bolster  the 
defence,  we'll  be  very 
competitive  this  year." 

Mitchell  will  be  the 
offensive  co-ordinator  and 
also  coach  the  quarterbacks 
and  running  backs.  Former 
Varsity  lineman  Gord 
Whitaker  rejoins  the  Blues 
to  coach  the  offensive  line 
and  Dan  Dominico  handles 
the  wide  receivers.  Doug 
Smith  is  returning  as 
defensive  co-ordinator  and 
Ron  Murphy  will  coach  the 
linebackers. 


Ross  Francis,  a 
four-year  CFL  veteran  with 
Hamilton  Ti-Cats,  joins  the 
staff  to  coach  the 
defensive  line. 

Blues  have  10  of  12 
offensive  starters  back 
from  last  season,  as 
two-time  team  MVP  Andy 
McVey  is  now  in  the  CFL 
with  Calgary. 

Fifth-year  QB  Rod 
Moors  led  the  CIAU  in 
passing  last  season  with 
1984  yards  (131  of  218 
and  10  TDs) ,  and  in  1985  he 
amassed  1914  yards(141  of 
257  and  6  TDs) . 

His  prime  receivers 
are  A  1 1 - C a n a d  i  a n s  Paul 
Shorten,  tops  in  Canada  in 
'86  with  676  yards  on  33 
catches,  and  Rob  Crifo,  who 
has  gained  1,216  yards  on 
66  catches  during  the  past 
two  seasons. 

Sophomore  halfback  Jim 
Urquhart  will  be  the  key  to 
the  running  game.  The 


offensive  line  includes 
veteran  centre  John  Svab, 
guards  Al  Rover  and  Jeff 
Pretli,  tackle  Dave  Abbey 
and  tightend  Paul  Filipiuk. 

The  defensive  unit 
features  several  fourth  and 
fifth-year  players:  lineman 
Richard  Romano;  linebackers 
Roger  Bernardes,  Dune  Ellis 
and  Kerry  D'Ambrogio; 
defensive  backs  Shane 
Oldfield,  Steve  Watts,  Paul 
Burroughs,  Ted  Temertzoglou 
and  Peter  Moylan. 

Also  returning  are 
sophomores  Colm  Lanigan 
(linebacker),  defensive 
lineman  Sandro  laboni  and 
defensive  backs  Paul  Reeve 
and  Jim  Spyropoulos  who  had 
strong  rookie  seasons. 

Defensive  backs  Tom 
Bournakas,  a  transfer  from 
McMaster,  and  Sean  Marsden 
from  Ottawa  Sooners 
national  junior  champions’, 
are  welcome  additions  to 
Blues  roster. 
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The  Varsity  men's  and 
women's  soccer  Blues  launch 
he  1987  season  in  a  big 
ay  this  weekend,  as  each 
earn  is  staging  an  exciting 
re-season  tournament. 

In  men's  action,  the 
Blues  welcome  traditional 
ivals  Queen's,  Western  and 
McGill  to  varsity  Stadium 
for  the  inaugural  "Old 
tournament. 

The  first  round  is 
Saturday  af ternoon ( Sept . 1 2) 
as  Queen's  meets  Western  at 
2pm,  followed  by  the  Blues 
against  McGill  at  4pm.  On 
Sunday,  the  consolation 
nal  goes  at  12noon  and 
the  championship  game  will 
be  played  at  2pm. 

Blues  go  into  the 
season  as  the  top  team  in 
Ontario,  having  won  the 
0  U  A  A  title  last  season  by 
istering  3  straight 
shutouts  in  the  playoffs.

Coach  of  the  Year  honours 
s  he  guided  the  Blues  to 
the  national  final,  where 
they  lost  to  a  strong  UBC 
side. 


The  0  U  A  A  league 
schedule  gets  underway 
later  in  the  month,  and 
Blues  have  two  home  games 
in  Varsity  Stadium~~Sat.

DAVB  ABBEY  -  Offensive  Tackle  -  6:04,  270,  16-05-64,  Faculty  of  Education 

Dave  Abbey  saw  a  lot  of  action  during  the  past  three  seasons  and  should  be  a 
bulwark  of  the  Blues  line  again  in  1987.  He  played  his  high  school  ball  at  Nelson  High 
In  Burlington,  the  same  school  where  Doug  Mitchell  began  his  coaching  career.  Dave 
was  a  county  shot  put  champion  In  high  school  as  well  as  taking  county  titles  in 
wrestling.  He  graduated  in  Biochemistry,  and  is  a  Residence  Don  in  New  College. 
ANDREW  ASTROM  -Quarterback  -  6:00,  180,  06-12-67,  Physical  &  Health  Education 
Andrew  has  already  enjoyed  an  outstanding  athletic  career  In  both  football  and 
soccer,  and  he  should  help  the  Blues  as  both  a  quarterback  and  placekickcr.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Crcslwood  Collegiate  in  Peterborough,  where  he  was  coached  by  Don  Sharp 
and  former  Blues  tight  end  Sam  Slnopoli,  and  was  1985  Athlete  of  the  Year.  Andrew 
played  Jr.  B.  hockey  in  1985-86  and  has  played  in  Division  I  of  the  Toronto  and  District 
Soccer  league  for  four  seasons.  He  is  a  second-year  student  in  Physical  and  Health 
Education. 

STAN  BACSO  -  Linebacker  -  6:01,  231,  09-01-64,  Scarborough  College 

Stan  played  only  one  year  of  high  school  football  at  Victoria  Park  S.S.  in  North 
York  but  was  named  the  team's  Most  Improved  Player  and  earned  a  spot  on  the  league 
all-star  team  at  defensive  end.  Stan  is  very  active  in  powerlifting  and  plays  on  the 
Toronto  Barbarians  Rugby  Club.  He  was  with  the  Blues  in  1983,  1985,  and  1986  and  is 
a  fourth-year  Sociology  and  Psychology  student. 

ROGER  BERNARDES  -  Linebacker  -  5:11,  200,  25-63-64,  Physical  and  Health  Education 
A  product  of  Central  Technical  School  in  Toronto,  Roger  Bernardes  saw  a  lot 
of  action  in  his  sophomore  season  in  1985  and  was  a  starter  in  1986.  Roger  won  a 
bronze  medal  in  OUAA  heavyweight  wrestling  In  1986.  He  was  a  co-captain  of  his 
high  school  team  and  won  a  city  title  while  at  Central  Tech.  He  was  a  three-time 
city  wrestling  champion  and  finished  fourth  in  the  Canadian  Junior  Nationals.  He  was 
his  school's  Athlete  of  the  Year  in  1982.  Roger  suffered  a  broken  leg  in  training  camp 
but  may  be  able  to  plav  late  in  the  season. 

PAUL  BINNBNDYK  -  Running  Back  -  5:10,  180,  19-04-67,  Victoria  College 

Paul  played  on  four  Peel  county  championship  football  teams  at  Lome  Park 
secondary  School  in  Mississauga,  ond  In  1985  he  was  co-captain,  offensive  MVP  and  a 
league  All-Star.  A  top  student,  he  received  a  Peel  Award  of  Merit  in  academics  and 
the  Lome  Park  Silver  Key  Award,  and  is  an  Ontario  Scholar.  He  is  a  second-year 
student  in  Economics,  and  is  active  in  bobsledding. 

PAUL  BURROUGHS  -  Defensive  Back  -  6:00,  185,  26-03-65,  Engineering 

After  an  impressive  rookie  season  in  1984,  and  strong  performances  in  1985  and 
1986,  Paul  is  expected  to  play  regularly  again  this  year.  He  came  to  the  Blues  from 
Georgetown  High  School  and  has  the  ability  to  defend  well  against  both  the  pass  and 
the  run.  In  1985  Paul  scored  a  touchdown  on  an  impressive  66-yard  return  of  a  pass 
Interception.  His  father,  Paul,  was  a  Blues  captain  in  1960. 

ROBERT  CR1PO  -  Wide  Receiver  -  6:05,  214,  10-11-65,  Scarborough  College 

Last  season  Rob  caught  23  passes  for  504  yards  (average  21.9)  and  2  touchdowns. 
In  1985,  Rob  led  the  OUAA  in  pass  receiving  with  43  catches  for  712  yards  (average 
16.6)  and  6  touchdowns,  and  was  selected  to  the  Nestle  All-Canadian  team.  He  set 
an  OUAA  single  game  receiving  record  with  215  yards  against  Windsor  (Nov.  2/85),  and 
was  second  nationally  in  both  catches  and  total  yards.  Rob  was  also  Blues  backup 
punier  and  was  used  occasionally  as  a  ball  carrier.  As  a  rookie  In  1984,  he  was  the 
team's  third-best  receiver  with  13  catches  tor  292  yds.  and  one  TO.  Robert  was  the 
MVP  at  Stephen  Leacock  High  School  in  Scarborough  as  a  quarterback. 

KERRY  D'AMBROGIO  -  Linebacker  -  6:01,  206,  22-03-62,  Rehabilitation  Medicine 

Kerry  sat  out  the  1985  season  after  transferlng  from  Western,  and  Blues  were 
able  to  utilize  his  skills  and  experience  in  1986.  He  played  on  a  provincial  championship 
squad  while  attending  St.  Thomas  High  School  in  Montreal,  and  has  earned  All-Star 
recognition  with  both  the  Oakville  Longhorns  senior  team  and  the  Etobicoke  Colts  in 
the  Ontario  Midget  League.  He  is  a  fourth-year  student  in  Physiotherapy  and  an  active 
sports  career  has  included  basketball,  volleyball,  track,  handball,  tennis,  rugby,  squash 
and  racquetball. 

ROB  DAVIDSON  -  Defensive  Line  -  6:04,  225,  05-19-66,  Scarborough  College 

Rob  joined  the  Blues  last  season  after  playing  for  Scarborough  College  in  Division 
1  of  the  UofT's  strong  intramural  league.  He  played  four  years  at  Macdonald  Collegiate 
in  Scarborough  and  one  year  with  the  Agincourt  Eagles.  A  fourth-year  Commerce 
student,  he  could  be  a  starter  along  the  defensive  line. 

NICK  EKONOMIDES  -  Noseguard  -  6:00,  225,  26-02-66,  Victoria  College 

Nick  played  three  years  on  the  senior  team  at  Bethune  Collegiate  in  Scarborough, 
was  a  standout  defensive  lineman  on  the  1984  league  championship  team  and  was 
selected  to  the  league  All-Star  squad  for  the  1985  Metro  All-Star  Classic.  Nick's  other 
athletic  Interests  arc  weight  training  and  skiing.  In  grade  12  he  was  the  top  student 
in  English  at  Bethune,  achieving  an  average  mark  of  90.  Fluent  in  Greek,  he  is  a 
third-year  Political  Science  student  at  Victoria  College. 

DUNCAN  ELLB  -  Linebacker  -  6:03,  215,  20-04-65,  Physical  and  Health  Education 

Dune  was  Blues  top  rookie  in  1984  ond  was  a  regular  in  1985  and  1986.  He  Is 
a  graduate  of  the  fine  football  program  at  Barrie  Eastview,  where  he  played  football 
for  four  years  and  rugby  for  five  years,  playing  on  three  area  champions.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  his  high  school's  Ontario  champion  ski  team,  and  represented  Ontario  for 
3  years  at  the  Canadian  Rugby  Union  championships,  including  being  co-captain  of  the 
1984  silver  medalist  squad.  His  father,  Dune  Sr.,  played  for  the  Blues  In  1953,  and 
his  mother,  Joan  Hoggart  Ellis,  was  also  a  Varsity  athlete.  He  is  president  of  Theta 
Delta  Chi  fraternity.

PAUL  FILIP IUK  -  Tight  End  -  6:02,  240,  01-06-6S,  Engineering 

A  gifted  athlete,  Paul  Fllipiuk  could  help  the  Blues  in  several  positions  He 
showed  well  in  his  rookie  season  in  1984  at  quarterback  and  tight  end.  In  1985  as  a 
tightend,  he  caught  15  passes  for  178  yards  and  last  season  he  grabbed  6  passes  for 
81  yards  and  1  touchdown.  At  North  Toronto  Collegiate  he  played  baseball,  football, 
basketball,  and  threw  javelin.  Paul  also  referees  minor  hockey  and  is  the  brother  of 
Blues  former  All-Star  wide  receiver  Andy  Filipiuk,  who  is  now  in  graduate  studies  at 
Western. 

SANDRO  IABONI  -  Nose  Guard  -  5:08,  220,  24-12-65,  Physical  and  Health  Education 
A  second-year  PHE  student,  Sandro  is  a  graduate  of  Clarkson  Secondary  School 
in  Mississauga,  where  he  was  coached  by  Ray  Zaremba,  a  former  Blues  assistant  coach. 
Sandro  made  on  impressive  debut  last  season  and  is  expected  to  earn  more  playing  time 
in  1987. 

BILLY-JACK  JBRHMIC  -  Offenslvo  Line  -  6:02,  MS,  31-07-67,  Scarborough  College 
Billy-Jack  was  a  team  captain,  1985  offensive  MVP  and  twice  a  league  All-Star 
at  Scarborough's  Bethune  Collegiate.  He  played  on  one  championship  senior  team  (1984) 
and  two  Junior  finalists,  and  was  runner-up  for  Athlete  of  the  Yeer  in  grade  11.  He  is 
a  second-year  Commerce  student  at  Scarborough  College. 

COLM  LANIGAN  -  Linebacker  -  5:09,  200,  12-12-65,  Law 

This  is  Colm's  second  season  with  the  Blues  but  he  has  also  seen  Varsity 
Intercollegiate  competition  In  rowing.  A  graduate  of  Michael  Power  High  School  in 
Etobicoke,  he  has  a  degree  in  Molecular  Genetics  and  is  now  a  f'*st-year  Law  student.

The  Hall  of  Fame  is  sponsored  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Athletics  and  Recreation  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  and  financial  support  of  the  Men’s  and 
Women's  T-Holders  Associations. 

The  1987  inductees  are: 

John  R.  Evans  —  Football 
He  was  an  outstanding  offensive  and  defensive 
lineman  on  the  Blues  from  1948-51,  captain  of 
1951  championship  team  and  the  only  two-time 
winner  of  the  Biggs  Trophy  (1950  &  1951).
